Clear, not 

Yesterday, in running tlic various arti- 
cles expressing concern for tlie problem of 
the present usage of the English language, 
we felt that the issue was important enough 
to be run on the front page. The reaction 
to the articles has been most rewarding; 
the letters received show that we are not 
alone in our concern. Also they bring for- 
ward points of view and related problems 
that broaden the original scope of our pro- 
ject. 

Tlieroforc we feel justified to run the 
letters below in as prominent a position 
as yesterday's articles.' 

We would like, however, to add that our 
main concern is not necessarily about the 
"correct" i.e. orthodox, usage of our lan- 
guage, but more with the lack of clarity

and conciseness that is so prevalent. Good 
English need not necessarily be gramma- 
tical if it conveys clearly the thoughts of 
the person writing. The problem is actual- 
ly not only a grammatical one, but one of 
comprehension. Muddled writing, lengthy 
and unnecessarily laborious sentences are 
much more disturbing than faulty grammar. 

It is important that we think clearly, 
but more important still is that we express 
ourselves clearly — that we say exactly 
what we mean (within the natural limits 
of language). 

Otherwise, how can we ever hope to 
solve all the problems confronting us if we 
don't know what we mean, and can't figure 
out what others mean.

Let Us Think 



Ôcar Sir, 

I was pleasanily astounded by today's 
"self-criticism" in the Daily. Dut I was also 
struck by the rather onesided suggestions of 
remedy which were boldly advanced or subtly 
implied (I hope this will satisfy both daring 
and reticent natures). 

The main impact of consiructivo criticism, 
as far as the Daily was concerned, seemed to 
lie in the field of language and it was even 
contended that a knowledge of correct gram- 
mar is allied with clear Ihinkiug. A good 
grammatical style, on the other hand, was 
said to result from good reading, a statement 
which can certainly he justified. 

However, it is debatable , whether good 
style acquired in this way is a matter of 
thought or mechanical absorption. (Happily, 
at this early stage, the article has already come 
In the crux of the mailer.) Great orators and' 
wrikrs who have made their way to power, 
or conserved potoer, through the emotions of 



men, have, very, very, seldom, been clear or 
consequent thinkers — 1 have tn mind two 
such great masters of style as Churchill and 
Cicero. 

It is also sometimes deplorably evident in 
prose that the cadence of style can be the only 
merit of a hook. There have been few literary 
men whose abilities were niatchcd in word and 
mind, the figures of Swift and Johnson stand 
out on the road. Tlt'ere have also been extreme- 
ly few thinkers whose style was good enough 
to save them from obscurantism. 

The question may arise, as io Iho relevan- 
ce of the prccccding lines to the .McUill Daily. 
It is to he found in one plea — if ice arc to 
ivritn well, lei us also Ihink. If a few outraged 
aouls should protest lliat this is too high a 
standard, I have to disagree with them as to 
the hidden poteulialilics of ungrammalical 
students.

Ideas and Language 



Dear Sir, 

The several arliclcs appearing in the Mc- 
Gill Daily for October 22 relative to the im- 
portance of the proper use of English have 
stimulated me to reflect somewhat upon Iho 
function of university education in general. 
These articles imply that the function of the 
university is to preserve the puritij of the 
linguistic apparatus with which the society 
conmunicatts, as a thing in itself. The Eng- 
lish language is seen as an independent en- 
tity with intrinsic and desirable properties of 
its own. Language is seen as ire device by 
which nice people preserve Iheir social status 
and thus enhance the cultural good. 

However, I will challenge such an under- 
standing of language, and I will also challen- 
ge the idea that it is the university's function 
to arbitrate "correct'.' linguistic usage. Far 
more important for the university is Us func- 
ion as a place of thought. Thero is of course 
no necessary and fixed relation between 
thought and verbal erprcssion. Bcelhovcn and 
Leonardo were quite able to Ihink and to slim- 
ulalc thought without reference Io tcords. 
Learning to do and learning to think arc not 
correlates of learning Io use language in pre- 
scribed forms. In fad, they may even be con- 
flic.Hng, although complementary, forces. 
Proper English usage is a mailer of courtesy 
and no more. To impose given slardards as the 
necessary canons of courtesy is a presumption 
on the pari of the cultural surrogate, which 
if I may judge from history, is bound to fail. 
Courtesy may be conveyed through verbal 
form but il cannot be contained within it. It 
is striking for me to note Unit individuals 
whose function it is to teach courtesy through 
language, arc themselves unable to demonstra- 
te courtesy in their criticisms of others. I hold 
no brief for the MeGill Daily, but I would 
hesilale to suggest that it is a disgrace to the 
campus merely because of the itiability of its 
editors to measure up to alleged canons of 
perfection. The errors in grammar which we 
note in the Daily and elsewhere iiave comptez 
origins and are expressive of a general con- 
fusion in values. To cover over this confusion, 
or to curse it, is merely to ignore reality and 
to compound our ignorance. Part of the job 
of Iho English instructor should be to find 
out why his students fail to learn his subjjcct 
mailer, and to estimate the significance of 
ihis failure within a greater context. The con- 
demnation of students for failing to leari^ is 
instructor in understanding his académie 
inly a demonstration of the ineptitude of tht 
function. 

As io the matter of "proper" English, I 
am surprised iliat there is not a greater aware- 
ness of language, not as a self coitlained static 
set of principles, but as a dynamic aspect of an 
emerging cultural whole. Language is indeed 
a living system. Present day linguists have 
even given up categories of verbs, nouns, etc., 
as meaningful entities in the study of langua- 



ge. They have tended instead io describe lan- 
guage in terms of its functional eharacteric- 
ties. It is no longer the worst possible sin to 
split an infinitive. Consequently it is only the 
extremely linguistico-ccniric ivho would pre- 
scribe iheir own patterns of linguistic usage 
as evidence of clear thinking. There are lan- 
guages where singular verbs may have plural 
subjects, where masculine verbs may have fc- 
'minitrfsiibjc'cts, and there are other languages 
where none of these classifications make the 
least bit of sense. It is not obvious that io 
ihink clearly requires certain verbal forms. 
^yhàt is important is to express oneself ade- 
quately, verbally or otherwise. It is not the 
greatest disgrace to be illiterate; it is much 
worse to despise those who are. The person 
who says, "I didn' bring no lunch" damn 
well didn* bring no lunch, and for him Io at- 
tempt precision might very well distort his 
felt meaning, and the idea which was con- 
veyed. A rapprochement between colloquial 
language forms and the language of academic 
and social discourse can only lake place when 
there is a give and taken between Ihem permit- 
ting full human expres.^ion. 

Thôrnstein Veblcn devotes an interesting 

chapter Io such mailers in /ii's "Thcnry of 
the Leisure Class'.. It might not be amiss here 
to cite him as follows: , 

Elegant diction, whether in writing or 
speaking, is an effective means of rcpu- 
iability. It . is of moment to know with 
some precision what is the degree of arch- 
aism conventionally required in sj)eaking 
on any given topic. Usage differs apprec- 
iably from the pulpit to the market-place; 
the latter, a.s might be expected, admits 
the use of relatively new and effective 
words and turns of expression, even by 
fastidious persons. A discriminate avoid- 
ance of neologisms is honorific, not only 
because it argues that time has been wast- 
ed in acquiring the obsolescent habit of 
speech, but also as showing thai the speak- 
er has from infancy habitually associated 
with persons who have been familiar with 
the obsolescent idiom. It thereby goes to 
show his leisure-class antecedents. Great 
purity of speech is presumptive evidence 
of several successive lives spent in other 
than vulgarly useful occupations . . . (P. 
257) 

I have a feeling that no one icill bo much 
interested in the style of the McGUl Daily 10 
years hence, and certainly Ihcy will not be 
interested in the scholarly indictments of the 
Daily for its failure io observe correct usage. 
The whole thing will only be funny. Bui it 
niay bo of some interest to the world at that 
time, the kind of men and women ivho leave 
MeQill, the sincerity and humility of their 
purpose.

This is merely an illus- 
tration of two of the out- 
standing exhibits in the 
Physical Sciences section of 
Open House. Such diverse 
displays tis a scale model 
clifm«,-aJ pulping plant and 
a ''l'*;;!! temperature h.vdro- 
«bi/ frtmosphcrc molybde- 
nuSrt 'A'ound resistance fur- 
mice" will be available 
when Montreal comes out to 
"Meet MeGill." 

Next door to the Cyclo- 
tron Building is the Kuton 
Electronic llesearch Lab- 
oratory. On display there 
will be the modern electron 
microscope. Oiiginaliy two 
storeys in height and now 
reduced to the size of an 
ordinary office de.sk, the 
electron microscope is the 
most powerful maRnifyiiig 
instrument in the world 
and with it such minute 
structiiies tis viriises have 
been seen: 

The Physics department, 
iu addition to the Ruther- 
ford exliibit, will present 
demonstrations and actual 
experiments performed by 
students. In the chemistry 
tour will be featured some 
of the methods and techni- 
ques used in teaching stu- 
dents physical, organic and 
inorganic chemistry.

A high school principal in Piiiladclphia 
finds himself in trouble, He mndc a sug- 
gestion that has been roundly denounced 
as "undemocratic." 

What did he propose? It \va.s only this. 
Jt migrht be a good idea, he tliouglit, if a 
special program of studies were prepared 
for outstanding boys and girls, lie felt 
that they could get along faster, and get 
more out of their years of education, if 
they didn't have to keep pace with these 
who were slower. But this, it appears, was 
à most undemocratic proposal to mcike. 

Fortunately, this high school principal 

has not been without his supporters. After 
the first wave of attack had been launched 
againsi him, the other side was presented 
by those who tliouglit tliere was a good 
deal to be said for his proposal. 

One of those who came to his support 
•:Was the eminent American educator, Sey- 
'tnour St. John. He pointed out that the 
freedom to, be^ one's best is surely just as 
milch a freedom as any other. There Is no 
moral or social virtue in pulling people 
down to the average. 

As Mr. St. John said by way of re- 
minder: "iMichelangelo did not learn to 
paint by spending his time doodling. Moz- 
art was not an accomplished pianist at the 
age of eight as a result of spending his 
days in front of a television set." 

It is always necessary to be on guard 
against absurd ideas that may l)e presented, 
for the time being, with all the .seeming 
authority of proved fact. At the present 
time there is a curiously real jrossibility 
that democracy is coming to be identified 
■with mediocrity. As a result, the education- 
al process is in some danger of being kept 
so well within the capacity of the mediocre 
that the child of unusual Intelligence must 
almost be encouraged to assume mediocrity. 

No doubt it is very true that little good 
comes of forcing people to do more than 
they arc able. But this is quite a different 
thing from trying to induce people to do 
less than they arc able. For wlicreas the 
simplified and 'easier studies may l^e suit- 
able for tliose incapable of anythinpr l)elter, 
they can lead the more talented to believe 



that being shiftless and taking it easy are 
somehow social virtues, deserving of moral 
acclaim. 

Yet there Is little purpose to a theory 
that education should be without tears, 
when life cannot guarantee similar con- 
cessions. What Mr. St. John was saying 
has been said also by Dr. Sydney Smith, 
the President of the University of Toronto. 
In his last report, Dr. Smith used these 
outspoken words: "Education — real edu- 
cation — Is no easy matter ... It is a pro- 
cess not without pain ... I am thoroughly 
in favor of making dull things interesting, 
but I question whether it is in the interest 
of pupils to make difficult things easy." 

The emphasis upon mediocrity, the ten- 
dency to exalt a low common measure of 
accomplishment, is not entirely separated 
from the theory that society itself should 
be organized along similar lines. It is not 
only in the cla-ss room that the iffedlocre 
arc made the standard, so that those who 
exceed the standard may be looked upon 
askance, as exhibiting a regrettably anti- 
social tendency. It comes from the anxiety 
to magnify the grotip; so that group activ- 
ities,, group consciousness, group adjust- 
ments have all become methods of reducing 
things to an even level. 

It is all rather reminiscent of the car- 
toon that appeared in Punch in the years 
of the First Worid War. It pictured two 
distinguished experts in the ancient history 
of EgjT)t. They were in the British Mus- 
eum, examining a statue of three Egyptians 
walking together. One of the experts has 
turned to the other and remarks: "You 
know, my appreciation of this statue has 
gi eatly diminished of late. I just can't over- 
look the fact that Rameses II is out of 
step." 

Fortunately that high school principal 
in Philadelphia has not yet fallen into this 
way of looking at things. He doesn't see 
anything undemocratic or anti-social in stu- 
dents who are out of step with the group, 
if they are a step ahead. Nor does he see 
why they should be compelled to keep in 
step by dragging tlieir feet. Perhaps he 
isn't convinced, as yet, that democracy and 
mediocrity need be the same thing.

The remaining bins clr.use Is 
ritualistic In nature, and requires 
a simple majority of Zivr's IT 
chapters for amendntlon. Unof- 
ficial ZDT sources revealed that 
the TOta at Atlantic City this year 
was "Tory close." 

The next ZDT convention will 
be held in the summer of 1951 
and at thnl time the Columbia 
chapter hopes to renew nttcinptH 
to remove the clause. Member.'j of 
the local chapter stated that they 
have been active In campaigning 
for the change for the past three 
years.

If, It controls the budget. 



The Security Council acts on 
behalf of member states. It con- 
sists of eleven members, five per- 
manent and six elected by the 
General Assembly each year. 
Each member has one vote. Oe- 
cisions on procedural matters re> 
quire seven votes, as do decisions 
In substantial matters. In ihe 
latter case, however, five of the 
rotes must bo those of permanent 
members. In tho ca.sc of a disa- 
greement involving member statea, 
the parties to tho dispute must 
abstain. 

The principal Judirtnl organ 
. of the V.X. is tlio InicrnnlionnI 
Court of Justice. It kIvcs legal 
advice as well as legal licclslnns.

The "I'alcon", a Rnnlptural 
masterpiece tiiul stands iin|)0Bing- 
ly at the entrance to Tyndalc 
Hall, was created by II. Tali Mc- 
Kenzlc. Dr. McKonzle, a world 
renowned sculiitor, was born in 
Almonte, Ontario in lSt!7. lie 
attended .Mc(!lll University and 
graduated in nicdlclnc in 1S92. 
Shortly after graduation, Dr. .Mc- 
Konzle -took up-rosldencc at tho 
corner of Drnmmond- and Dor- 
chester Strerts. His home became 
tho centre of an artistic and lit- 
erary group. 

It was during this period that 
Dr. McKonzle began modelling 
in clay for his own amusement. 
His friends reported that he had 
a natural lient for sculpture 
■which was IntcnRlfied by his study 
of anatutny in art. Ills most fa- 
voured models were studies of 
athletes In action, during races or 
contest and in very arrested poses 
of power or exhaustion. 
. Or. McKenzIe donated one of 
bh most renowned works, "The 
Brothers of the Wind", a plaque 
of speed skaters, to McGlll and It 
now hangs on tho left wall of the 
entrance to the Sir Arthur Currle 
gymnasium. 

During' tho late years of the 
nineteenth century, whilo attend- 
ing McGlll, Faculty of ^Icdlcine, 
Dr. McKenzlo earned his tuition 
by acting as gymnastic Instructor 
at the college gymnaBliiin, then 



l)<>rih(!Ktor. He also ai'lcd as In- 
alructor In anatomy al the rollege. 

After lieliig appointed Mcdiral 
Director of l'hysicai Training and 
Athletles in ISOfi, Dr. McKenzio 
remained u member of the teach- 
ing staff at .McGlll until 1904. In 
this yoar he accepted the invitat- 
ion of tho University of Pennsyl- 
vania to take tlio newly-eslabllsli- 
cd Chair of Phystral Kducntlon.

Dr. Mordecul Kuplan, founder 
of tho Jewish Rcconatructionist 
movement, addressed students at 
Illllei Houso Wednesday. 

Dr. Kaplan's forum consisted 
mainly of exptuining tho three- 
fold policy of tho movement, and 
of ttUHWcrlng vital questions sub- 
mitted by students concerning 
Judaism. 

The speaker gave his opinion 
on Inter-marringe, of which he 
seemed to disapprove, the neces- 
sity of rcintlonship between 
religion and tho Blale. and tlie 
probaldn fate of tiio rclalinnship 
between the Jews in Israel and 
in the Diaspora. 

Dr. Kaplan went on to explain 
the Reconstructlonlst movement, 
Blreflslng thn fact that It is for 
Jews who cannot ncopl tho exisl- 
ing forms of religion, but stlii 
wish lo rcmntn Jews. He staled 
that the purpose of this move- 
ment was lo unify the Jewish peo- 
ple, to revitalize the Jewish 
religion, and to replenish tho peo-
